SAN FRANCISCO <UPI)— Su­ 
prem e Court Justice Tom Clark 
departed 
from 
a 
long-standing 
court custom Friday and said the 
recent decision on school prayers 
was widely misunderstood. 
Clark, in a speech before the 
Commonwealth Club in San F ran­ 
cisco, said some persons have in­ 
terpreted the court’s 6-1 decision 
as outlawing religious observances 
in public schools. In fact, he said. 
“ It did nothing of the kind.” 
Only rarely does a member of 
the high court comment on a case, 
but D ark said he felt obliged to 
speak because of the wide con­ 
troversy provoked by the decision. 
He said the decision, in which 
he voted with the m ajority, dealt 
with a "state-written prayer cir­ 
culated to stateempoyes with in- 
sructions to order it recited al 
the begining of each school day 
by children in a state-owned build­
